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This is the sixth Office Action for application serial number 09/863,718, Stackable 
Transmission Line Hanger, filed May 23, 2001. 

Examiner^s Amendment

In claim 65, line 3, "which arms" has been changed to -which the arms-. 
Claim 70 has been cancel per appUcant request found on page 2, second paragraph. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 11-16, 19-33, 37-56, 59-65 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 11, the inclusion of the expansion of the first and second legs away 
from each other brings the first and second legs into contact with aperture wall locking the 
barb therein in combination with the other elements recited, which is not found in this prior 
art. 
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Regarding claims 12, 37 and 39, the inclusion first and second spring fingers flexibly 
connected to and projecting inwardly from the respective first and second leg wherein the 
fingers retain the line in combination with the other elements recited, which is not found in this 
prior art. 

Regarding claim 16, the inclusion of opposing first and second areas of resistance in 
combination with the other elements recited, which is not found in this prior art. 

Regarding claims 19, 22, and 38, the inclusion a pair of stops in combination with the 
other elements recited, which is not found in this prior art. 

Regarding claims 40, 45 and 59, the prior art of record fails to teach the stacking 
provision located in a region where the arms are joined and configured to retentively engage a 
second hanger supporting a second line or an outwardly extending brace being rigid and 
structured to dig into the opposite surface when the hanger is side loaded. 

Regarding claim 33, the prior art of record fails to teach the locking barb having a 
folded over rib and is configured to lock against the mounting section of the first hanger and 
the locking barb is inserted through the mounting opening of the first hanger. 

Regarding claims 24 and 26, the terminal disclaimer filed November 25, 2002 
overcomes the rejection set forth in the Office action, paper no. 11 in addition the prior art of 
record fails to teach the stacking provision in combination with the arrangement of the 
retention and mounting sections arranged to dampen line vibration. 

Regarding claim 59, the prior art of record fails to teach the brace having an in-turned 
side with a distal edge which engages the opposite surface, the out-turned and in-turned sides 
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of the braces stiffening the brace and widening its footprint on the opposite surface in 
combination with the other elements recited, which is not found in this prior art. 

Regarding claim 63, the prior art of record fails to teach the a line hanger includes a 
snap in stacking provision and create a fixed pivot pin or line for the hanger when side loaded 
in combination with the other elements recited, which is not found in this prior art. 

Regarding clahn 65, the prior art of record fails to teach the a line hanger includes a 
barb has an integral strengthening rib in combination with the other elements recited, which is 
not found in this prior art.
